shorter 


.working day has become very wide- 
spread. 
It is possible that our en- 


jtire industrial system may be or- 
ganized on an eight-hour basis be- 
fore long. But it is pretty sure that 
the man who expects any consider- 
able success will ha\e to keep his 
brain working during some of his 
off hours. 


The ambitious fellow gets contra- 


dictory advice. 
One authority tells 


him to quit thoughts of work when 
he quits the shop. 
Otherwise he 


will lose sleep, become a prey to 
worry, and fail to get his best ef- 
ficiency. 


" On the other hand, there are very 


few business men that do not solve 
raany of their problems in the quiet 
hours away from the office. 
The 


artisan or clerical worker who quits 
all thought of work on leaving the 
shop may live a comfortable and 
happy life.

For their instruc- 
tion we refeired the other day to a 
couple of magazine articles touching 
rather lightly, but graphically, upon 


i the gathering and 
organization of 


! the national army and the vast work 
of manufacturing and transportation 
and storage that is being done in 
France for the supplying of our army. 
Nothing like this was ever done be- 
lore in the history of the world. 


Last week there were descriptions 


in the news dispatches of the enorm- 
ous undertakings now in progress for 
the construction ot warehouses, ter- 
minal facilities and shipping accom- 
modations on this side for our for- 
eign army. This has just been sup- 
iplemented by a dispatch fiom France

[of our supplies. The work astonished 
i the secretary of war as much as it 
did any one else.

war. The legislature of South Dakota 
assembled in special session yester- 
day and the governor of Nebraska is- 
sued a call for a special session of 
the lawmakers of that state. Safety 
for America is the thought uppermost 
in the mind of each of the executives. 
Gov. Peter Norbeck of South Dakota 
puts first among his recommenda- 
tions an amendment to the state con- 
stitution to deny the right of fran- 
chise to all but full citizens. Gov. K. 
Neville of Nebraska names among 
the subjects urgently calling for con- 
sideration the passage of a similar 
law. In both states aliens may vote 
(upon merely declaring their inten- 
tion to become citizens. Eight states 
in all swell their voting lists in this 
un-American way, which also gives 
aliens the right to hold public office, 
as in the case of an 
Indiana 
city 


where one was elected mayor last 
fall. 
Nebraska and South Dakota 


will do well to make the change de- 
manded. The other states like them 
should Americanize their qualifica- 
tions of voters as quickly as possible. 


The South Dakota governor also 


recommends passage of a statute to 
make treason an offense punishable 
under state law, and the Nebraska 
executive regards as urgently 
de- 


manded legislation providing penal- 
ties for sedition and sabotage. There 
can be no two opinions as to the ne- 
cessity of such legislation wherever 
the public enemies are now free to 
pursue their evil bents. If the fed- 
eral government were sensible of the 
enormity of the crimes of treason and 
sedition there would be no need of 
special state enactments. National 
laws cover the offenses, 
providing 


exemplary penalties for those guilty 
of them, but so far in the war they 
have been treated practically as dead 
letters. When the states come to con- 
sidering protective legislation of this 
character Washington may wake up. 


Ratification 
of the

amendment is recommended to the 
South Dakota legislature, but the 
governor of Nebraska is silent on 
this subject. However, as both states 
are "dry" it is to be expected the 
amendment will he disposed of at the 
special sessions, if the Nebraska law- 
makers can act on matters not spe- 
cificallv mentioned in the governor's 
call.

how severely the wood has been in- 
jured although in some cases the 
wood is brown and shriveled now, 
which leaves no doubt as to its con- 
dition. This wood may be removed 
without hesitation, cutting back Into1 
apparently healthy bark and wood. 


In other Instances, the -wood seem* 


only damaged, and the tree may have 
enough vitality to overcome It. This 
makes a definite recommendation as 
to the extent of pruning covering the 
general condition impossible. A' few 
weeks later, the amount of the Injury 
will become more apparent. This sug- 
gests the advisability, where practi^ 
cal, of deferring the pruning for a 
little while. It must be made certain, 
however, that these trees are pruned 
some time, for if not, the result will 
probably be that the trees will have 
a very uneven and unsymmetrical 
growth owing to the fact that por- 
tions of individual trees have suffer- 
ed unequal degrees of injury, the 
better conditioned parts thus devel- 
oping rapidly, while the more damag- 
ed parts do little or nothing. 


Where trees show live buds on lira 


wood, the pruning may, be delayed If 
desired until the bloom shows. This 
will enable the grower to calculate 
his prospects and prune back just 
sufficiently to thin his crop to ad- 
visable proportions and to keep his 
trees as low and as symmetrical aS 
possible. 


The safest recommendation In the 
case of injured trees is to dO some 
pruning but to do It in moderation. 
That is, remove from a third to m 
half if the tops. 


These are advices from R. Bj 


Cruickshank, assistant professor of 
horticulture.

.France, Friday, March 22.—British 
troops between the Scarpe and the 
Oise have fallen back in places, but 
the British generals bad foreseen this 
eventuality and made 
preparations 


accordingly. 
In the face of a great 


attack It is not only impossible, but 
quite unsound to attempt to hold the 
front line trenches everywhere. Good 
defensive tactics usually aim at or- 
ganizing resistance so that the fur- 
ther the enemy advances the strong- 
er will be the opposition he meets. 


Taking the situation as a whole, 


the British are well satisfied with the 
results of the first stage of the fight- 
ing. They undoubtedly lost 
several 


ruined villages and the 
Germans 


probably will make much of their 
capture, but the defenders have held 
on amazingly, well and worked ter- 
rible slaughter among the attackers. 


The fighting today was greatest in 


intensity of two sectors—one north- 
west of Cambrai and the other south- 
west. The fighting on the northern 
front was about Bullecourt while 
Hargicourt is the southern center. A 
bright sun came out at midday and 
airmen were most active, the British 
aviators flying at very low altitudes 
and using their machine guns against 
the opposing infantry. 


Before they attacked today on the 


sector between the canal Du Nord 
and Crolsilles, on toe northern battle 
front, the'Germans for four hours 
smothered the'British 
with 
every 


conceivable form of hate which a 
gun could throw. The enemy 
de- 


pended largely upon large numbers 
of trench mortars to cut the wire en- 


tanglements. 
The British had had 


warnings that the Germans would 
use great quantities of gas. shells. 
This proved to be true, .although 
there was nothing new in the type 
of gas and the British gas masks ap- 
pear to have been most effective. The 
British Tommies and their officers 
fought for hours with their gas 
masks on, but even this draw back 
could not dampen their jubilation at 
the havoc they caused as the German 
infantry presented itself in the form 
of pointblank targets. Nine German 
divisions negotiated the assault in 
this section but they met with very 
strenuous resistance. British ma- 
chine gunners did terrible execution 
as the Germans moved forward. 


It is reported that in one section 


the Germans came across No Man's 
Land in regular formation and gaps 
in the ranks were quickly filled in to 
present a solid front. The Germans 
are said to have stopped when they 
reached the barbed wire and to have 
cut it by hand under a heavy 
fire 


from rifles, machine guns and artil- 
lery^ However, the report is not veri- 
fied, but it is certain that the Ger- 
mans advanced in more dense forma- 
tions .than ever before and naturally 
suffered grievous casualties. 


Six German divisions Thursday de- 


livered a very heavy attack against 
the British south of St. 
Quentin. 


Despite the fact that the enemy had 
a superiority in numbers, the British 
hung doggedly to their posts through- 
out the day and it was after the Ger- 
mans had stopped the assault that 
the British 
withdrew their lines 


somewhat in order to give them pro- 
tection by means of the Oise river 
and the flooded ground around it. A 
further attack here will be extremely 
costly to the enemy.

It is impossible at this time to tell 


how severely the wood has been in- 
jured although in some cases the 
wood is brown and shriveled now, 
which leaves no doubt as to its con- 
dition. This wood may be removed 
without hesitation, cutting back into 
apparently healtby bark and wood. 


In other instances, the wood seems 


only damaged, and the tree may have 
enough vitality to overcome It. This 
makes a definite recommendation as 
to the extent of pruning covering the 
general condition .impossible. A few 
weeks later, the amount of the injury 
•will become more apparent-This sug- 
gests the advisability, where practi- 
cal, of deferring the pruning for a 
little while. It must be made certain, 
however, that these trees are pruned 
some time, for if not, the result -will 
probably be that the trees will 'nave 
a very uneven and unsymmetrical 
growth owing to the fact tbat por- 
tions of individual trees hare suffer- 
ed unequal degrees of Injury, the 
better conditioned parts thus devil- 
oping rapidly, while the more damag- 
ed parts do little or nothing. 


Where trees show live buds on live 


wood, tbe pruning may be delayed if 
desired until the bloom shows. This 
will enable the grower to calculate 
his prospects and prone back Just 
sufficiently to thin his crop to ad- 
visable proportions and to keep bte 
trees as low and as symmetrical as 
possible. 


Tbe safest recommendation In the 
case of Injured trees is to do some 
pruning but to do it in moderation. 
/That is, remove from a third to a 
'half if the tops.
